I beg you to listen to one who knows about 
these things. For our own sake, the welfare 
of the coming generation, do not push inte- 
gration. Stop and think these things through. 

It just means giving up your own life, and 
ene of us can never be happy trying to 
adjast and conform to the rigid rules laid 
@own for us by white society. 

When you give up your own schools and 
eaurches you are giving up your last hold 
oa your precious freedom. Down there you 
ean Meet and mingle, serve and sing if you 
feel like. Here you would get thrown in jail 
if you attempted to shout to God in church 
or anywhere else. 

Down there you can have your entertain- 
ment in your own way. Nobody disturbs you 
go tong as you don’t disturb the peace. You 
leave as good schools there as anywhere in 
#his world and a lot more freedom than you 
will find on Northern trails. 

If you can’t be anything worthwhile in a 
segregated school, you certainly won't a- 
mount to anything in an integrated school. 

One other thing I have learned I want to 
pass on to you—nine out-of every ten dollars 
you hand over to the NAACP goes to pay 
the white agitators of newspapers and maga- 
zines. This is no hearsay. I’ve worked for 
them and I know. The price is high: They 
are well paid to peddle their agitation and 
stir up trouble. And all they care about is 
the money you hand them. Just try paying 
¢hem a social call. In fact, the whole North, 
both black and white, is sick and tired of the 
mess it’s made of this entire integration 
business. ' 

Stick to your own way of life, be proud 
ef your own race instead of trying to push 
and shove into places where you won’t be 
kappy. Today I have no regrets I was born 
black. I have done what I could to help my 
yace improve their way of life. Don’t ever 
blame the white race or any other race for 
any of your failures. The fault is purely your 
ewn. We all have the same opportunity. It’s 
up to each race to rise or fall. 

You’ve never had it so good as you have 
ia dear old Dixie today. God being willing, 
Pm coming home to Mississippi where black 
is black, white is white and all a friend to 
man.

I have a dream about my people. I dream 
of separate development for the races. I 
dream of the day when I can live in a com- 
munity that is all black and whose municipal 
government will be operated by black people. 
I dream of negro lawyers, doctors, engineers 
and other professional people that are serv- 
ing an all negro community. 

I dream of negro hotels as fine as any in 
the land, I dream of fine negro exclusive 
restaurants for those negroes who are ex- 
elusive and wealthy enough to patronize 
them. 

We can accomplish this if we work to- 
gether, pool our resources, and direct our 
talent and energy in the proper way. We 
can build business establishments and factor- 
ies and we can operate them ourselves 
eventually. 

Right now and in the foreseeable future 
we need the white man and he needs us; but 
separate development for future geographical 
separation is a goal both black and white 
can work towards. 

The little city of Mound Bayou proves that 
We can operate our own municipalities. In 
Mound Bayou they do not have a jail. This 
proves that negroes behave better when left 
to their own environment and without the 
frustration caused by integrated leadership 
like they have in the Northern cities. 

I do not agree with the Muslims when they 
say “Hate the white man” but I do agree 
that black should remain black and white 
should remain white. We should be proud of 
our race. Many negroes are descended from 
royal lineage in Africa and we can point with 
pride to hundreds of famous and wealthy 


‘negroes. 


How long will we let Martin Luther King 
cause innocent negro children to be used and 


picket. It would be appropriate and would be 
a good means of expressing how the Southern 
negro really feels. .

‘were really interested in the conditions of the 
negroes in Birmingham, Ala., for example, 
he would have spent the $300,000 that he 
’ ¢laimed he spent on the demonstrations there 
some time back building hotels, motels, 
restaurants and factories in which his people 
would have been given the jobs he seeks for 


them, and at the same time meet the need of . 


public accommodations. As it now stands, no 
one has anything to show to the public for 
the $300,000. The publicity seekers such as 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. operate for per- 
sonal glory, and wealth at the expense of 
their victims. 

“Those who devote their time and energy 
in sponsoring activities that create disturb- 
ances in various parts of the country have 
ignored entirely the basic needs of the mi- 

- nority group with which they identify them- 
selves. They have developed a technique for 
exploitation of the negroes unknown to past 
generations. They have not added one cent to 
the economic stability of the negro race. 

“There were in the excess of 1,800 dem- 
onstrations in 1963, aside from those of 1964, 
and thousands of arrests of demonstrators 
for whom bail had to be provided and legal 
defense made available. Between $500,000 
and $1 million was needed for the above 
purpose. With this sum of money, together 
with the matching funds from the Federal 
Government, the negroes could have built 
first-class hotels, motels and factories in 
several states of the United States employing 
hundreds of thousands of other negroes, 
and adding millions to the wealth of the 
negro race. . 

“As it now stands, the demonstrators and 
integration leaders have not added one cent 
to the negro or made available to him any 
employment by other negroas. On the con- 
trary, the ill feeling engineered by the civil 
rights leaders deprived thousands of other 
negroes of jobs they would otherwise have 
had.”

I 
own my home, which is neatly furnished 
and is fitted with all modern electrical ap- 
pliances. My three children graduated from 
college, have good jobs, and live in homes 
of their own. 

“After years of steady employment and 
hard work as a section hand, I shall retire 
next year on a good pension from the rail- 
road. I enjoy good health and have no 

i My family has always had 
plenty to eat. For Sunday dinner we can 
afford such foods as: black-eyed peas, grits, 
cabbage, corn muffins and fried chicken.

Prejudice Is Not Illegal 


Excerpts from annual address by Dr. 
Joseph H. Jackson of Chicago as President 
of the National Baptist convention, the 
world’s largest negro church organization, 
Sept. 1959. 


No Right to Force 

*“No American negro has the right, under 
the laws of our land, to seek to force him- 
self upon a congregation of white Christians 
who do not invite or welcome his membership 
among them. 

“The struggle for first class citizenship 
is not a struggle for so-called race mixing. 
The mixing, or better still, the fellowship 
among peoples of different groups and races 
must always remain a matter of personal 
choice and group preference. 


Prejudice Not Mlegal 

“In a democracy like ours the law never 
@ictates who shall be your companion, your 
friend, your associate and your house guest. 

“The truth is, under our form of govern- 
ment it is no legal offense to practice racial 
prejudice. There is no law on the statute 
book of the United States of America that 
can prohibit one man from thinking he is 
better than another and from feeling he has 
the right to discriminate against other races 
so long as said practice is restricted to the 
field of private associations, clubs, and fra- 
ternities it is not legally wrong until 
a person attempts to have his prejudices 
condoned by law and supported by the gov- 
ernment. 


Notes Racial Bars 

“The struggle for first class citizenship 
doe& not involve the right to worship in a 
church that has a tradition of racial segre- 
gation or discrimination. Under the laws of 
our land churches may, if they will or wish, 
draw the line as to who shall be members 
and who shall not be. 

“He who seeks membership for racial 
reasons is just as un-Christian as those who 
deny him membership for racial reasons. 

“Tt is both un-Christian and unfair to seek 
to force ourselves upon others and to enjoy 
the fruits of their sacrifices and labor with- 
out a willingness to pay the price.” 





Enhance The Negro Image 


Negro millionaire S. B. Fuller has held a 
press conference in Chicago and announced 
that his race should “halt demonstrations, go 
te school with their own, stop suing, and 
start selling.” 

Fuller stated that he did not agree with 
any part of the present civil rights bill. 

This millionaire industrialist said, “I would 
resent anybody forcing me to hire someone 
I didn’t want.” 

Concerning sit-ins, protest marches and 
other demonstrations, he said, “all the 
street demonstrations in the world, backed 
up by all manner of civil rights legislation, 
will not improve the racial situation.” 

Fuller pointed out that “you cannot leg- 
islate men’s thoughts. Yet any negro who 
does not think his salvation lies in the civil 
rights movement is looked down upon by 
the entire race.” 

“Negroes must gain economic equality 
through their own initiative before they can 
achieve racial equality.” He then continued, 
“the negro’s economic plight was not prim- 
arily discrimination so much as it is the 
negro’s lack of desire to improve his lot.” 

Fuller suggested that civil rights leaders 
might better spend their time encouraging 
negroes to get off public assistance rolls and
